in 1939. It will be the first truly 
international exposition to be hed. 
in America since the Panama-Poci- 
fic Exposition. in San Francisco in 
1915. 

The first Workt's r was the 
Crystal Palace’ Exposition in Lon- 
don in 1861, Prince Alert, Queen 
Victoria’s husband, ingpired it. He 
thought ‘that British industrialists 
and ‘businessmen were behind those 
of the Continent in many ways. 
Bringing industrial and commercial 
exhibits to London might stimulate 
British industry, he thought. 

The results proved that he was 
right. Britain’s great industrial and 
attistic development really mex 
with that World’s Fair of 1851. 

The real purpose of a genuine 
World’s Fair is to stimulate the in- 
terchange among nations not only of 
goods but of ideas. 


PROFITS. sometimes aim 

The motive behind many exposi- 
tions which call themselves World’s 
Fairs is that of putting on a viz 
show to draw large numbers of 
visitors to a town or region, so thai 
local fbusiness interests can make a 
profit fy selling them food and 
lodging, gasoline and souvenirs. 
Staging a fair is a good way to 
bring money’ to a town. 

Chicago’s Century of Progress 
Exposition of 1933-34 was a purely 
commercial enterprise, which paid 
back all the money that it cost and 
resulted in,a great deal of business

It seems to me 
that the times call for recognition of 
the fact that America was founded 
and developed by men who were not 
afraid to fight.

Ouly relatives of prisoners, 
a few Federal officials and occa- 
sional citizens of high etanding are 
allowed ss visitors. Alcatraz is one 
of the world’s most scientific: prisons. 
Its policies include four main points 
a maximum of security, a minimyn 
of privileges, a complete isolation of 
its convicts from the outside world, 
and 100 per cent humanity. 

No man is,sentenced to Alcatraz. 
When the warden of a Federal peni 
tentiary finds a prisoner to be .a@ 
source of trouble or ‘a -danger—the 
man may be a smuggler of drugs; 
he may be plotting a break; perhaps 
his outside connections are breedin~ 
disturbances within the, walls—the 
case is reported to the Fedierai 
Prison Bureau. If the Bureau so de- 
cides, the convict is transferred to 
Alcatraz. 

So much for generalities. To know 
the details, let us take a purely fic- 
titious convict whose experiences 
might be those of any’ prisoner on 
The Rock. We will call him The Owl. 
In -the eastern penitentiary. from 
which he was sent his name awak- 
ened memories of looted banks wir: 
murdered men. His fan mail. was 
equal to Clark Gable’s. In Alcatraz 
he will find that no convict is ever 
pointed out by name.

Farm Loan Bill Again 

In the Hight of Mr. Morgenthau’s 
statement it is clear that the Gov- 
ernment’s income must be increased 
by at least one-third, or that ex- 
penditures must. ‘be reduced in the 
same proportion.
